“Papa” Haydn—the father of the 


orchestra as he is sometimes called— 
is represented in the last item _of the 
Proms by his Syphony 103 in E. Flat. 
Haydn was an incorrigible humourist. 

may seem a peculiar adjective 
to use of a composer of such music 
as he has written, but it is .a fact. 
The “Surprise” Symphony contains a 
slow movement, in the midst of 
which there is a sudden loud bang 
on the tympeni. Haydn is popularly 
supposed to have included this effect 
to awaken those of his audience who 
had dined too well and succumbed’ to 
the soporific effects of their over-in- 
dulgence. Who but Haydn could 
_have composed a symphony . where 
one by one the musicians depart as 
their music ends until eventu only 
the Concerto is left: at his desk? No, 
“humourist” is the right word for 
him. All his works are infected with 
a galety which makes them most 
pleasing to the ear. : . 

Certain it is, too, that Haydn was 
responsible for developing the  or- 
chestra more than anyone had so far 
-done. Like Handel, he did not score 
for a heavy orchestra, but e de- 
veloped the technique of , a@ailable 
instruments, and set high standards 
. y for the strings—as had 
not before been contemplated. 

The gaiety which is Haydn's main 
characteristic does not, however, be- 
come so much his  hall-mark as to 
preclude him writing in more| serious 
vein. -The slow movement of the 
“London” Symphony and the 
“Creation” (which includes! many 
choruses and recitatives quite “Han- 
delian” in manner) bear eloquent tes- 
timony to his mastery of the. or- 
chestra. i 

To Prince Esterhazy—Haydn’s patron 
—must go.much_ credit in providing 
the composer both with an orchestra. 

, and an opportunity to work out the 
ideas which sprang so readily to his 
nimble mind It is a matter for in- 
teresting conjecture as‘to what Haydn 
could have made of modern resources, 
had he lived today and tumed his 
abilities to the operatic stage. As it 
ts, he has Jeft a wealth of delightful 
music, and the E Flat Symphony to 
be heard tonight should make most 
delightful Hstening. :

He himself once said. “Man and 
musician are forever striving |for mas- 
tery within me,” which seems|to indic- 
ate Schumann's music was the resuk 
of a conscientious devotion tg his art, 
rather than a spontaneous result of an 
inyard inspiration. His music, -how- 
ever, is none the worse for that and 
indeed in many ways is more “work- 
man”-like than Schubert’s. If he did 
not possess to such a high degree the 
latter's gift of lyrical melody, he has 
nevertheless given us much music 
which rightly deserves the place of 
esteem it holds today. :

Une group says the brain is a watch- 
ful senune: standing guard over tne 
Sieeper. iney insist, moreover, tnat it 
1s a moOst discerning sentinel, wnhuicn 
ignores ordinary sounas to wnhicn 
tne sieeper is accustomed, but detects 
unusual or Gangerous noises. (For ex- 
ample, a mother wul sieep tnrougn tne 
heise of a roway party next door but 
Will awaken at tne sugntest whimper 
ot her child.) 

Siwep-wabang is explained by this 
group as being tne result of the “sen- 
lunei * becoming lax and neglecting his 
duty, or dehoerately setting out on 
some sort of mental adventure or ex- 
periment.

The other group declares that the 
brain is 2 sort of vampire. They in- 
sist that although Nature gave man 
the best brain in the world to be the 
servant of the body, man has permit- 
ted it to become the boss of the body. 


As such it sucks the strength from ~ 


every organ to suit its own vampire- 
ends, they say; and they try to prove 
their case by insisting that’ nowhere 


.@lse in the animal kindom do we find 


even an approach to the human brain, 
and that nowhere else do we find such 
astonishing physical degeneration in 
such ‘brief periods. 

It is ditticult for the ordinary person 
to decide between these two ideas. 
Most of us would prefer to feel that 
the brain is a sort of guardian angel. 
On the other hand, if we take warning 
over the vampire idea, it might be 
possible to arrest the degeneration pro- 
duced by our modern civilisation and 
return to more simple and less exciting 
ways of life. 

There is much to support both 
theories. Few people, for example, 
would deny that the brain of man has 
become his master—-a master actually 
devising new methods which, by their 
speed and danger and restlessness, are 
threatening humanity itself. 

On the other hand, the wisdom that 
continues to manifest itself, the art 
and the beauty that continually burst 
forth, suggest that the sentinel is still 
there trying hard to carry out’ his 
duties. 

Apart from these theories, there are 
certain known facts about the brain 
which one day might solve all pro- 
blems of sleep, dreams, and unusual 
forms of mental activity. 

The smaller: part of the brain, known 
as the medulla oblongata, is-really a 
little dynamo that controls ° breathing 
and ensures life by regulating . the 
amount of blood that flows through the 
heart. 

The larger part of the brain, called 
the cerebral cortex, is the 
part that acts as sentinel (or vampire), 
and it is this part which enables sclen- 
tific laboratories al! over the world to 
do their ceaseless investigation Into 
what is called the electric brain 
rhythm of sleep, recording and analy- 
Sing its different patterns in an at- 
tempt to: find out what the pulsa- 
tions really mean. 

In some people the brain pulsations, 
or waves, are about tert beats a second; 
in others they rise to 35 a second. - 

When-a person “goes to sleep the 
brain waves changé. The regular 
rhythms disappear, and in their place 
occur a variety of other pulsations. 

There seems at present no way of 
controlling or regulating or changing 
the pulsations. They just occur na- 
turally,- but their variety, character, 
and speed determine the nature of 
sleep and the degree of ess.

Fewer mothers are 
im having children, there are fewer 
illbirths, the number of deaths among 
hildren under one year of age is 
teadily declining. 
The figures for 1947 reached new 
low records. There is nothing accl- 
ental or exceptional about these low 
eath rates, for over the past decade 
here has been a gradual reduction in 
he statistics, “stillbirths dropping by 
,000 since 1937 and infant mortality 
‘or the last quarter of 1947 being 10 
r 1,000 births below the average rafe 
for the fourth quarter of the 10 years - 
937 to 1946. To this should be added 
e fact that the. birth rate for last 
year. was the highest for 26 years, due 
in part perhaps to the number of mar 
jages which took place- immediately 
ter the war.
